People, who by their own lack of interest, disfranchise 
themselves nnd have no voice in the selection of their j 
officials and the passage of Hie laws under which they 
live, may prate of their^ country’s democracy and of their 
own independence, yet the fact remains that, at# far as 
they are concerned, they have no liberty. They are living 
under law» in which they had no voice. 
That ia little 
more than- a m anarchistic condition, and, the most pa­ 
thetic feature is that they seem af&hfted with their lot. 
The Times -Journal say»:

The regular annual exhortation* in the newspapers 
to persuade pe«>ple to register nnd pay their poll tax 
ff*t* now on in full swine. 
The poor showing made in - 
this particular never fails to have a disenchanting ef­ 
fect on all lovers of our over-lauded democratic insti­ 
tutions.

An excuse for the undesirable situation is that 
our Constitution ig so w ater-tight that there is no

No doubt, there are many, and The Daily happens to be 
one of them, of the belief th at many of'Colonel Mitchell’s 
accusations are correct in their contentions, but his ac­ 
tions, taken as a whole, certainly would not build up dis- I 
eipline and without discipline no arm y, no navy, no air j 
service would be worthwhile, regardless of the quantity j 
of equipment nor quality. * 
The American development of air craft has not been i 
what it should have been. 
The nation has encountered 
tragedy after tragedy in seeking to develop a proper fight- 1 
ing unit of the air, and undoubtedly, somebody is respon­ 
sible for such a condition. 
It is reasonable to suppose 
that Colonel Mitchell, having served so long and so hon­ 
orably in France would have gathered more knowledge 
about the air service than other officers who have not had 
the same opportunity for observation. 
Anyone the least fam iliar with regulations of the army 
and navy knows th at these services provide legal means 
for taking up questions involving the good of the service. 
The humblest private in the ranks, a seaman of the second 
class can carry their complaint direct to the secretary of 
the war or the navy. 
Colonel Mitchell certainly had no 
less chance of making known his convictions to his super­ 
iors than do these privates and seamen. 
However, the m atter ,of rushing into print with whole­ 
sale accusations against superior officers is not the means 
provided by these* regulations and Colonel Mitchell knew 
this as well as anyone. In fact, in his San Antonio state­ 
ment, the one which led directly to his courtm artial, Col­ 
onel Mitchell was quoted as saying he expcted arrest and 
trial. 
After reading his statem ent, one cannot help feel­ 
ing that, in a. way, he courted the trial. 
Surely an officer with no more regard for m ilitary dis­ 
cipline than Colonel Mitchell displayed would not make a 
fitting commander in chief for all of the nation’s fighting 
forces, which he would become autom atically if elected 
president. 
Suppose th at every officer and every enlisted man in 
the arm y, navy and marine corps was given permission to 
publish his own opinion, at any time, about any and all 
subjects confronting the service. 
Chaos would result. In 
time of war, these publically expressed opinions, these 
publications of plans, these partisan expressions would 
sta rt controversies world without end. 
Billie Mitchell is making something of a m artyr of him­ 
self in his present prosecution.
